Democratic candidate George Thompson 
listed among his priorities for upgrading 
community serv ices the need for increased 
"harmony ” between the may or and City 
Council, the upgrading of the police 
department, and the need for an economic 
dev elopment director. 
Thompson said that if he were elected 
may or he would be instrumental in hiring 
the economic director. Thompson also 
restated that he would not now fav or 
abolition of the Economic Dev elopment 
Board, which he had earlier adv ocated. 
Thompson also stressed a need for 
caution in the way federal rev enue shar­ 
ing funds are used.

A third suspect in the Ionia bank robbery

arrested 
at 
Centerv ille,

Thursday night by members of the Iowa 
Bureau of Inv estigation, Robert Hamner, 
Benton County deputy sheriff, said Friday . 
Arrested was Harry Dale Boy le, of 
Trenton. Mo. Hamner said authorities 
believ e Boy le drov e the two armed robbers 
of the March 14 Bank of Ionia robbery to 
Kansas City shortly after the robbery . 
Boy le was scheduled to be returned from 
Iowa to Warsaw Friday afternoon by 
Benton County sheriff’s officers to fac*e 
charges of being an ac*cessory to the armed 
robbery , Hamner said, A similar chaise 
will be filed against Boy le in federal court, 
he said. 
Arrested Wednesday night at his Sedalia 
home was Wilbert Leroy Coonce, 237 East 
Saline. He was arraigned Thursday in 
Benton County Magistrate Court on a 
charge of armed robbery . His preliminary 
hearing has been set for 10 a.m. April 11. 
He remains in the Benton County jail in 
lieu of $25 ,000 bond. 
Martin William Monteer, 28 , formerly of 
Sedalia, was arrested March 14 in Kansas 
City and arraigned last week in federal 
court also on an armed r(rf)bery chaise. 
Hamner said Monteer also is chained 
with armed robbery in Benton County and 
Coonce, too, will be similarly charged in 


federal court. Monteer remains in jail in 
Kansas City .

NEW YORK (AP) - Three accused 
bank robbers try ing to break out of the 
Federal House of Detention surrendered

guards after winning a promise of amnesty 
during a night of negotiations. 
Using guns sneaked through an outside 
window Thursday night, the inmates had 
planned a v iolent escape, according to the 
warden of the holding facility for federal 
prisoners in lower Manhattan. 
But they abandoned a breakout after 
foreseeing 
failure, 
Warden

Gengler told newsmen shortly after the 
prisoners gav e up at 9 a.m. Instead, they 
k 


corralled sev en guards. thrt*e of whom 
managed to escape. 
Gustav e Weiss, lawy er for one of the 
inmates, said that U.S. Atty . Paul J. 
Curran had informed him that the men 
would not be prosecuted for the escape 
attempt “as long as the men surrendered 
and the guards were not injured.” Cur­ 
ran said the bank robbery charges would 
stand. 
The three men were identified by 
federal officials as Ernest Moore, John 
Boston and Stephen Chin. 
The breakout attempt at about 9:30 
p.m. Thursday brought hordes of city 


policemen and FBI agents with bullet­ 
proof v ests and shotguns. Helicopters 
hov ered ov er the 6 1-y ear-old, four-story 
detention center at the Hudson Riv er wa­ 
terfront. 


A federal agent said “someone who 
knew what they were doing” broke half- 
inch-thick glass in a street-lev el window of 
the officers’ mess.

However, he also noted a 
pragmatic side to the issue. He 
saiil that if American-based 
banks refused loans to South 
Africa, “ it simply would mean 
that a bank in London or Paris 
would take over.” 
Asked what would happen to 
the South African regime if all 
European and American banks 
refused it loans unless changes 
were made in its enforced ra­ 
cial segregation policy, Ekblom 
said: 


“ I don’t have any idea what 
would happen in that case.” 
The churchmen note that ma­ 
jor U.S. denominations, through 
joint efforts in 1966-1969,

lion loan to South Africa by a 
consortium of U.S. banks, but 
that the European-Arnerican 
bank has since been “ the key 
agent” in arranging even latt­ 
er loans.

attempt against her. 
Police uncovered a possible hideout 
where she might have been held captive 
about 10 miles from Anne’s home. 
Security measures were tightened as 
Anne and her husband, Capt. Mark 
Phillips, 
were driven 75 miles from 
Sandhurst Military Academy outside Lon­ 
don to Great Somerford, his home town, 
keeping a long-standing date to receive 
wedding presents. They were married 
Nov. 14. 
The couple escaped injury Wednesday 
when a gunman forced their limosine to a 
halt 150 yards from Buckingham Palace 
and pumped bullets into it. Her bodyguard 
and three other persons were wounded. 
Police raided a house in Fleet and asked 
neighbors about a young man who rented 
it a week ago. The Evening Standard 
newspaper said detectives believe Anne 
might have been taken there if the kidnap 
attempt had been successful. 
The Sun newspaper reported that Anne 
told a friend the gunman threatened to 
shoot Phillips. The Sun said the gunman 
tried to pull Anne from the car, grabbing 
her by one arm while Phillips held on to 
her by the other arm. 
" I thought we were dead,” the Sun 
quoted Anne as saying.

assailant 
couldn’t open the locked car doors, and a 
policeman’s tackle brought him down. 
Three pairs of handcuffs and a rambling 
letter demanding ransom of $4.6 million 
for the princess were found in the as 
sailant’s rented car.

Ball, appeared in court Thursday on a 
charge of attempting to murder the royal 
bodyguard.

for Maryland 'show' 


GRACEHAM, Md. (AP) — Ten million 
pesky birds will be guests of honor for the 
biggest sound and light show in Western 
Maryland 
sinc^e Civil War battles at 
nearby Gettysburg and Sharpsburg. 
Millions of blackbirds, grackles and 
starlings are roosting in a 60-acre pine 
grove and sometimes blot out the sun when 
they swoop down into the trees. Officials 
hope to scare them awav. 


They postponed the opening of the show 
from Thursday to Friday because of rain. 
Tonight they hope to be able to blast away 
with fireworks, machines generating high- 
frequency noises and devices to explode 
propane gus.

Crawford, 
chief 
veterinarian 
for

department, told a community meeting 
Wednesday night that the show might 
scare some birds into flying as far as 600 
miles or only a few hundred yards. The 
meeting still voted 224 to 4 to try the plan. 


The officials plan to start the show about 
7 p.m., just before the birds return from a 
day’s foraging for food. 


The show is to be repeated twice 
Saturday and again Sunday for the birds 
which stay on to watch the fireworks. 


“ If this doesn’t work, I don’t know what 
Y we will do,” the veterinarian said.

MARION, Ark (AP) - Dean 
Clevenger. .30, Purdy, Mo., was 
killed Thursday when his trac- 
tor-trailer truck went out of 
control on Interstate 55 here, 
crashed through a bridge rail­ 
ing and plunged down an em­ 
bankment. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - If oil 
were liquor, the government 
would know where to find vir­ 
tually every drop of it. 
The 
national debate over 
whether the energy crisis is 
real or contrived would dis­ 
appear as fast as a flask of 
whisky at a college football 
game. 
The Treasury Department’s 
Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms 
Division keeps such close tabs 
on liquor and beer inventories 
of distilleries and breweries 
that it can tell almost instantly 
how much is stocked. 
Energy officials agree that if 
they had such legal controls 
over oil inventories there would 
be no trouble convincing the 
public the fuel shortage is real. 
The division’s monitoring of 
liquor inventories is so exten­ 
sive that federal employes are 
stationed in many distilleries 
and bonded warehouses, keep­ 
ing the premises under lock 
and key so that no liquor is ille­ 
gally removed. 
All this is done for tax pur­ 
poses, to collect the federal 
levy on beer and alcoholic bev­ 
erages. The controls on in-

ventories are more than 100 
years old, but have been al­ 
tered over the years. 
In addition to domestically 
produced liquor and beer, the 
Customs Bureau keeps accu­ 
rate records on alcoholic bever­ 
ages shipped from other coun­ 
tries. 
The Treasury’s liquor and 
beer watchers number about 
800 nationally. They conduct 
spot inspections, check records 
required by law, and handle 
“work-back" audits to make 
sure distilleries and breweries 
aren’t misleading the govern­ 
ment. 
Treasury officials in charge 
of the pr«^ram didn’t know 
whether the same kind of in­ 
ventory controls could be put 
on the oil industry. 
But one thing is for sure. If 
the nation ever had a liquor 
shortage, there’d be no question 
about whether it was real.

There are a 
lot of different types of kidney 
disease 
Sometimes the first 
real indication is high blood 
pressure If a person has an 
acute infection of the kidney he 
may have severe pain in the 
back over the lower ribs. Of 
course, you could have fever 
and other signs of infection 
with this problem. 
Then there are low-grade 
' hronic infections that may not 
produce 
any 
noticeable 
symptoms Kidney stones also 
ire a form of kidney disease 
and can be silent or cause 
-evere pain in the abdomen, in 
the back or into the groin 
Bleeding in the urine is often 
sign of kidney disease. It can be 
from the bladder, however. It 
should never be ignored and 
should be evaluated by a doctor 
at once 
Sometimes sudden 
bleeding in the urine without 
other problems is an indication 
of a kidney cancer, so you 
should 
never 
postpone 
an 
examination for the cause of 
blood in the urine. 
F'assing unne frequently can 
be a sign of kidney disease, but 
more oHen in women it is a sign 
of inflamation of the bladder, 
usually a less serious problem. 
It can even be caused by 
nervousness. 
Increased 
frequency 
of 
urination can mean prostate 
trouble in men When a large 
volume of 
urine is passed 
regularly it may be simply 
because of habit of drinking lots 
of liquid.s, or it could be an 
indication 
of 
a 
problem 
unrelated to the kidneys. A 
diabetic often eliminates lots of 
urine, and he will be thirsty, 
causing him to drink lots of 
water to replace the loss This 
can iKcur even though the

You would be wise to see 
your family doctor first for an 
evaluation of your symptoms. If 
it is proved to be diabetes, 
which I doubt, you would not 
need to see a kidney specialist.

Sh e is fortunate th at h er th ings are cotton as 
some synth etics resist ch emicals. Put articles in a good-size 
bucket or basin (no rust please) and let th em soak overnigh t 
in clear water being sure th ey are covered completely. In th e 
morning remove th e articles and make a solution of one 
quart warm water, ‘4 cup bleach and V4 cup vinegar and 
mix . Immerse th e articles in th is but do not leave it and keep 
th em movif^ so th e solution goes th rough all parts of th e 
material. It usually does not take long for th e mildew to 
disappear unless th e spots are very old. — MRS. R. A.

WASHINGTON — President Nixon is 
deeply conscious of the terrible power at 
his fingertips to plunge the world into a 
nuclear holocaust. 


‘T could push this button right here and 
in 20 minutes 7 0 million Russians would be 
dead,” he told a secret strategy session on 
March 8. “And 25 minutes later, 7 0 million 
Americans would be dead,” he said 


He made the statement to dramatize the 
importance 
of 
the 
Soviet-Anierican 
detente. But it is a remark he has made in 
past private conversations, betray ing a 
strange fascination with his control over 
the world’s mightiest nuclear force. 


He has also spoken admiringly of the 
cold courage that the late President 
Kennedy demonstrated during the nuclear 
showdown with Russia in 1962 over missile 
shipments to Cuba 


But on March 8 , according to the 
confidential minutes, he spoke only of 
averting the massive casualties he could 
cause by pushing the nuclear button We 
should “pray a lot,” he told party leaders, 
and “do every thing in our power to get 
along” with the Soviets 


The way to prevent a “ long-term crisis,’’ 
he said, was to avert a “ short-term crisis ' 
One way this could be accomplish« '« !, h« ' 
urged, 
was 
to 
grant 
them 
trade 
concessions. 


“If we don’t talk to them, if we don t 
trade with them, we’re going to fa« e 
enorm ous 
increases 
in 
defense 
expenditures,” he warned 


The President argued tfiat it is possibl« ' 
to deal with the Soviets witfiout approving

I read this week where another federal 
panel, this one composed of scientists, has 
condemwd the “social pressures” that 
make people smoke, drink and eat too 
much 
The scientists said the federal 
government ought to do more to keep 
people from succumbing to this kind of 
thing. 


If there was ever any body vulnerable to 
social pressure, it was me as a kid, 
especially when it came to smoking. As a 
result I spent about 10 or 15 y ears of my 
life try ing to learn to smoke, only to turn 
out an utter failure. 


No one worried about their health back 
then. After all, the magazine ads showed 
doctors with mirrors strapped to their 
heads telling y ou how smoking was good 
for y ou, and did wonders for something 
called y our “T-Zone.” 


Every body in my neighborhood smoked. 
Freddy Scaggs, whom we all kind of lo« )ked 
to for leadership in this sort of thing, 
started me out on grape vines in the fourth 
or fifth grade. Grape vines were fine as far 
as they went, but were hard to keep lit, lost 
their freshness fast and were somewhat 
seasonal. 


Freddy , who used to carry his cigarettes 
in the sleeve of his t-shirt, soon had 
every one puffing store-bought smokes. 
Usually 
they 
were Marvels, 
because 
Marvels sold for only 15 cents a pack. And 
they tasted like 14 cents of that was clear 
profit. 


I guess I smoked Marvels for about six 
months before I heard of inhaling. I just 
used to take a big drag, let it linger in my 
mouth for awhile, then blow it out in a 
great, dense cloud. Not much thrill there. 


Freddy taught what he called “French” 
inhalir^. It consisted, as best I could get it, 
of letting a little smoke curl up out of y our 
mouth before inhaling. May be it was 
supposed to look sexy or something. 


Freddy demonstrated by taking a mighty 
drag, letting some smoke escape, and then 
inhaling deeply . Smoke continued to come 
out of his mouth for about a minute or two 
as he explained the technique to us 
novices. 


I inhaled a mouthful of smoke from a 
Wings (having graduated from Marvels) 
with every intention « if blowing it out if I 
had not gone into a paroxy sm of coughing 
and watering ey es. I continued to cough 
smoke out most of the way home. For me, 
inhaling took some getting used to. 


Ever on the look for new thrills, one day 
I learned from the hired man how to roll 
my own. I also learned that if the resulting 
cigarette is 90 per cent paper and only 10 
per cent tobacco, it burns into y our lips 
with the rapidity of a dy namite fuse. 


As I grew in y ears I took up cigars, pipes 
and even chewed a little. About half way 
through college I decided it was no longer 
economical to buy cigarettes, so I limited 
my self to bumming. With the help of my 
friends, I soon quit altogether.

Lucy has set new goals for herself 
Plays daddy to 
the Cowboys

NEW YORK (AP) - What 
can be added to stories about 
television’s 
favorite 
red- 
h a i r e d 
m i l l i o n a i r e 
businesswoman and mother 
of two? 
Lucille Ball keeps making 
additions. She has much to 
say for herself these days as

•‘Mame," 
Dunng a week’s promotion 
tour here she averaged 40 
mterviews a day. Some of

She had returned to her 
sunny Waldorf Towers suite 
after a morning television 
interview. 
She took out a compact to 
refresh her makeup, took out 
a pair of false eyelashes and 
attached them to a lamp. 
“ Won’t that give the maid a 
turn.” said the strawberry- 
redhead, whose age is given 
as anywhere from 61 to 65. 
depending on the source.

always 
played 
the 
working girl, the housewife.” 
Miss 
Ball 
said 
of 
her 
television roles, ‘i thought it 
was fun to get dressed up 
once in a while, but not all the 
time. My own clothes are 
made to my design in my own 
workrooms.” 
She admits it took a lot of 
talking at first to get her into 
“ Marne.” 


The actress appeared on 
television for more than 20 
years and did a Broadway play 
in 1960. Her last film was 
“ Yours, Mine and Ours” with 
Henry Fonda in 1968. 


“ Family scripts are hard to 
find and they’re what I look 
for. Some peq>le should be 
ashamed of the things they’re 
doing today. Look at Marlon 
Brando. Ttet someone of his 
stature should appear in “ Last 
Tango” is disgusting. 


“ People know better than 
to send me scripts like some 
of the stuff that is out-and-out 
ridiculous,” she added. 


“ Where are the values? I 
remember when I was doing 
‘Wildcat’ in New York I was 
sent two movie scripts in the 
same 
week: 
‘Manchurian 
Candidate,’ and ‘Oh, Dad, 
Poor Dad.’ 1 was numb!” 


What she does want to do is 
a film based on Diamond Jim 
Brady and Lillian Russell,. 
with

And now "Marne” 


Lucille Ball, whose "Lucy" shows have sparkled on 
television for over 20 years, is now indefatigably 
promoting another aspect of her professional life. 
She's photographed here in New York on a recent 
visit to talk about her starring role in the film musical, 
"M am e." She's devoting much time to selling the film, 
and plans to include trips to Tokyo and London. 
Meanwhile, reruns will keep "Lucy" on home screens 
for years to come, although no more new shows will 
be made.

stepping stone. We pioneered 
with that and our idiosyncrasy 
about putting the show on 
film. Now everybody does it, 
but we thought of it as a kind 
of home movie we’d have 
forever.” 


She and first husband Desi 
Arnaz also got 100 per cent 
residuals on the show. It 
made them rich. They were 
among the first to insist their 
show should be filmed in Los 
Angeles. 


“ We wanted to stay home. 
We’d been married 10 years, 
were about to have a baby and 
we didn’t want to come to 
New York. People think of my 
first husband as a Cuban 
bongo player. He was a very, 
very good businessman as 
well and it nearly put him 
away.
